NOTICE PAPER 


NOTICE TABLED ON JUNE Ist, 1971 


Mr. Reid (Scarborough East)—Reasoned Amendment—That the motion for 
second reading of Bill 23, entitled An Act to provide for the Control of 
Credit Reporting Agencies, the Collection of Credit Information and 
Credit Reporting, be amended by deleting all the words after ‘‘That’’, 
and substituting the words :—‘‘this bill be not now read a second time, 
but be referred to the Standing Legal Administration Committee for the 
following purposes, namely :—(a) that persons knowledgeable in the area 
of the collection, storage and dissemination of information on identifiable 
individuals can be invited to express their views on the bill; (b) that 
provision can be made so that in all dealings with agencies or persons 
involved in the collection or the storage or the dissemination of information 
on identifiable individuals, each individual on whom information has been 
collected have a right to know that such surveillance has taken place 
by requiring the agencies to send a copy of the contents of each such 
file to the individual concerned whose privacy has been thus invaded; 
(c) that provision can be made so that the public interest and the 
privacy of individuals be further protected by ensuring that each individual 
on whom information has been collected or stored have the right to 
know the names and addresses of all recipients of all or part of the 
information collected or stored about him by agencies or persons thus 
engaged by requiring these agencies or persons to send the names and 
addresses of such recipients to each individual whose privacy has been 
invaded.’’ and (d) the Government introduce alternative legislation 
based on such committee deliberations. 





PRIVATE MEMBERS’ MOTIONS 


2. Mr. Smith (Nipissing)—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House: 
1. The Minister of Lands and Forests should sell no more Crown land in 
resort or recreational land areas in fee simple to any person, corporation 
or group. 2. In such areas, the Minister of Lands and Forests should 
in future, only lease Crown lands. 3. An immediate inquiry should be 
instigated into the activities of companies advertising tax sale and 
other Canadian properties, in foreign newspapers, journals and magazines ; 
into the activities of individual entrepreneurs in this field, as middlemen, 
agents or third parties generally; and into possible methods to control 
the sale of private recreational lands to non-citizens of Canada. 4. The 
Clerk-Treasurer of any municipality should, before offering any land for 
sale for taxes, furnish to the Minister of Lands and Forests, a copy of 
the list of lands annexed to the warrant; and the Minister shall 
have the option to purchase these lands, or any part of them, within 
ninety days of this advice, on payment of the arrears of taxes 
thereon, on behalf of the Crown in right of Ontario; without prejudice 
to the one-year redemption rights of the original owner. 


3. Mr. Trotter—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Province 
should immediately institute a system of financial assistance to those 


municipalities in which there is a shortage of low-cost housing, whereby 
new houses having an assessment insufficient to carry municipal and 
educational service tax charges at a level adequate for provision of such 
services, shall receive compensatory tax grants on a scale diminishing 
to zero over a ten year period in respect of each such project; in order 
to encourage municipalities to approve low-cost projects without 
jeopardizing their financial stability; and to afford them a reasonable 
time in which to attract revenue-producing industrial and commercial 
assessment. 


6. Mr. DeMonte—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, in pro- 
ceedings before the Workmen’s Compensation Board: 1. To assure 
‘speedy justice, humanely rendered, free from onus of proof or 
adversary technique’, the onus of proof ought not to be on the workman, 
nor should he have to face adversary courtroom type proceedings in 
order to obtain just compensation for his injuries; 2. The time lag 
between layoff and hearing should be drastically reduced, since justice 
delayed is justice denied; 3. The Board should be directed to return 
immediately to simple procedures and speedy decisions. 


7. Mr. Burr—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House the Teachers’ 
Superannuation Act and the regulations made under it should be amended: 
(a) so that the dependant’s allowance of a teacher’s widow or widower, 
although it ceases at death, is merely suspended during a remarriage. 
(b) so that a teacher, who has earned a teacher’s pension and becomes 
entitled also to a teacher’s dependant’s allowance, may receive all or 
part of the latter, provided that the pension and dependant’s allowance 
together do not exceed the greater of the two original pensions involved. 


9. Mr. Gaunt—Resolution—That, the province immediately undertake to 
provide O.H.S.C. coverage to licensed and inspected nursing homes in 
the province of Ontario. 


11. Mr. Lewis—Resolution—That the standing Natural and Physical Resources 
committee be empowered to examine and enquire into the purchase, or 
offer to purchase, by the Province of Ontario of lands owned by Caledon 
Mountain Estates Limited, with power to 1. send for persons, papers 
and records and specifically to examine and enquire into: (a) the 
decision of the Ontario Parks Integration Board to purchase 506 acres 
of land in the area of the forks of the Credit River, rather than the 
1,070 acres recommended by the Gertler report in June, 1968: 
(6) the reasonableness of the price paid for the 506 acres which were 
purchased; (c) the application for approval of the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs of a plan or plans of sub-division relating to any lands under 
ownership of Caledon Mountain Estates but expecially lands falling 
within the priority purchase recommendations of the Gertler report ; 
(d) the correspondence between the Minister of Lands and Forests or 
his officials and the Minister of Municipal Affairs or his officials regarding 
the plan or plans of sub-division submitted by Caledon Mountain Estates; 


(e) the costs of acquisition by the Province of Ontario of any lands 
within the Niagara Escarpment study area with special reference to the 
appreciation in values between the date of purchase by the province and 
the date of purchase by the vendor. and 2. specifically to send for: 
(a) The Minister of Lands and Forests and the Chairman of the 
Ontario Parks Integration Board; (b) The Minister of Municipal Affairs 
and the Director of the Community Planning Branch of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs; (c) The Minister of Public Works and the Director 
of the Property Branch of the Department of Public Works; (d) Officers 
and directors of Caledon Mountain Estates Limited; (e) and such other 
persons as in the opinion of the committee may assist it in its 
examination of the matter. The committee shall report to the House 
no later than 15th June, 1971. 


12. Mr. Renwick (Riverdale)—Resolution—That any tax concessions or 
incentives granted under any statute of the Province of Ontario 
designed to assist corporations, subject to the taxing jurisdiction of 
Ontario, to acquire shares or other interests in other corporations 
incorporated in Ontario or elsewhere, be restricted to corporations 
having a degree of Canadian control as defined in The Corporations Tax 
Act of Ontario.

Could 
not this level at this plant mean that an employee working an eight hour 
shift would be exposed to a total of fifteen million fibres. 4. How many 
dust counts have been carried out by the provincial government since 
August 1, 1970 at this plant, what were the dates of these counts and 
what were the readings for each count. 5. How many cases of asbestosis 
have been verified by the Workmen’s Compensation Board for employees 
of this plant since it commenced operations.
